Battle Is Brewing 
In Congress Over 
New Farm Program 


WASHINGTON, July 18— (ZP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
urged Congress today to center its 
monopoly investigation on the food 
; m anufacturing and transportation 
industries and various m arketing 
practices affecting farm income. 
He told a House monopoly in­ 
vestigating committee 
these 
are 
"economic areas which seem to be 
the most concentrated and there- 
1 fore in need of first and greatest 
attention.” 
B rannan was a witness before a 
judiciary subcommittee as it began 
its second week of hearings on 
monopoly powers as a prelim in­ 
ary to later strengthening of the 
federal an ti-tru st laws. 
T he secretary said the farmer, 
as both a buyer and seller, bumps 
into concentrated economic forces 
“coming and going.” Federal pro­ 
tection has been afforded, Bran­ 
nan continued, through laws for 
rural 
electrification, 
m arketing 
and cooperative agreem ents and 
now* rural telephone service. 
But, he continued, the food m an­ 
ufacturing industry is a remain* 
mg area where congressional study 
would be helpful. There are, he 
testified, 133 corporations which in 
1947 had 41 percent of all sales.

the war, 
he said, 
the 
three largest grocery retailers did 
22 percent of all business. 
The 
three largest meat packers had 43 
percent of all business and the 
three largest flour milling con­ 
cerns had 63 percent.

But there'll be no steel strike 
for the next 60 days while they do 
their job and report what they 
find. 


At the end of the time there may 
m ay or m ay not be a strike. At 
least ifs been delayed two months. 


All this week the nation had 
hovered on the edge of a strike, 
which came about this way: 


The steel companies had turned 
dowm the demands of the CIO 
steel 
workers for 
better 
pay, 
pensions and so on. 


The 
workers 
threatened 
to 
strike this weekend. Then this be­ 
cam e more than just a dispute 
between workers and companies. 


It became a problem involving 
ti * public. A strike, if it lasted 
long, would affect the nation, par­ 
ticularly since the country is in a 
slump. 
But what were the facts? In this : 
dispute which side was right; the 
public didn’t know' because it had 
no facts. 
All the public knew was th a t; 
the 
workers 
had 
asked 
greater j 
benefits, and the companies had 
said “ we can’t give.” 
But could the companies afford I 
to give some or all of what the 
workers asked? Did the workers 
have any real claim to anything? 
Or, were they asking too much 
Those questions were unansw er­ 
ed, the strike was impending, and 
now three things have happened: 
1. 
President 
Truman has 
ap­ 
pointed a 
fact-finding board of 
three men— none of 
them con­ 
nected 
wdth 
the companies, 
the 
governor or the workers— to learn 
the facts and tell the public what 
they find. 
2. The workers and the com ­ 
panies have agreed to cooperate 
with the 
fact-finders in 
giving 
them information, or, at least, in 
presenting their sides of the argu­ 
ment. 
3. Both 
sides 
have 
agreed 
there’ll be no work stoppage for 
the next 60 days. 
When they’re all through m ak­ 
ing their check, the fact-finders I 
will recommend that: 
The 
companies 
can 
afford 
to • 
give the workers none, or some, or 
all of what they ask. 
But, since there’s no law' com ­ 
pelling either side to do what the 
board 
recommends, neither side 
has to budge an inch 
from its 
present position. 
It can 
ignore 
what the board recommends. 
If that happens then, at the end 
of the 60 days, there may be a j 
strike and all the board’s work 
will have gone for nothing.

Board of Education and Ethics 
Then and Now

man generally had certain spheres 
of influence where he virtually 
dictated the selection of one or 
more teachers. 
It is only since 
1914 here in 
Ohio that a 
decided effort

been made to profissionalize the 
work of the teacher. By that, is 
meant that a certain code of be­ 
havior called 
“professional con­ 
duct, or ethics” is 
supposed to 
limit the activities of a teacher 
toward his fellows. As teachers, 
we groped our way toward such 
conduct as the years rolled by, 
but the bounds of 
professional 
conduct were not so clearly de­ 
fined as now. 
For exam ple, fifty years ago, if 
a man wanted a certain position 
the chances are that he would go 
to work for it with no regard as 
to whether the place were open

tendent. If that gets him nowhere, 
ethically his next move is to seek 
employment elsewhere. 
Here is the theory. The board 
elects the superintendent to ad ­ 
minister the school.

Then he should have his 
chosen personnel. There are five 
board members and over 50 teach­ 
ers. If board members are going 
to listen to the complaints of all 
those teachers their time will be 
fully occupied. On the other hand.

The correct a n ­ 
swer to that is “Only when the 
board is .sitting in meeting, then 
he has his vote. And only deci­ 
sions on the minutes are binding.”

The Atla ntic Pa c t a nd Arms For Europe 


It seems reasonably certain that the A t­ 
lantic Pact treaty soon will become a reali­ 
ty as far as this country is concerned. 
Also it is apparent that the problems of 
this treaty and its ramifications are only 


beginning. 
We are taking an unprecedented step in 
this country and it remains 
to be 
seen 
whether it will do what its backers hope, 
prevent future expansion of Communism in 
Europe, and whether its cost will 
be great­ 
er than a nation 
such as the United States 


can stand. 
Congress is facing the question of au­ 
thorizing about one and half billion dollars 
worth of 
arms to the nations signing this 
Atlantic Pact and to Greece and Turk ey . 
This arms program , our national adm inis­ 
tration holds, is necessary to im plem ent the 


pact. 
The question of the arms program is by 
no means a simple one. There are some 
powerful leaders, in and out of Congress, 
who support the Atlantic Pact but who are

If any body is in a position to diagnose 
the state of the world, it is Try gv e Lie, the 
Norwegian w ho is .secretary general of the 
United Nations. As he left for a six -week 
v acation in his nativ e country , he announc­ 
ed that the international situation has im­ 
prov ed substantially ov er what it was a 
y ear ago. Said he: 
“The past y ear has been m ark ed by some 
accomplishments, 
and the 
international% 
tension has bee n definitely lessened I hope 
we hav e got through the

‘cold peace’.” 
“ Cold war” and “cold peace” may be hard- 
for participants to tell 
apart, but one points 
definitely toward world 
destruction, and 
the other toward 
a hopeful future.

ope. There are some who opposed the pact 


because it is somewhat linked with the arms 


program. There are still others who sug­ 


gest that the idea of the pact and arms to 


help it is all well and good, but that the 
United States cannot withstand the econ­ 
omic strain of arming all of Western Eur­ 
ope. Arms are an almost completely waste­ 
ful drain on a nation’s economy ; most of 
the material wealth that goes into them is 
never restored, and is never used to pro­ 
duce new wealth. How much of such drain 


can we endure? 
Thus, even when the matter of the Atlan­ 
tic Pact is settled, there remain two great 
and complicated questions to be decided. 
One is the economic one of our ability to 
arm other areas of the world. The other is 
the wisdom of doing so, from the viewpoint 
of securing world peace.

DF lat# » y ears so much has beer 
written about the so-called change < 
of life that many women approach 
this unescapable episode with fear 
end dread. 
Ax a matter of fact, now, though 
ev ery woman goes through bodily [ 
changes at this period, few suffer j 
any disturbing sy mptoms because 
of them. 
The age at which the change oc- ; 
curs depends on the indiv idual. To * 
most it comes between the agen of 
48 and 48 but it may begin before 
40 or ev en be delay ed until after 
the age of 65. 
In the v ast majority of women, 
the regular periods taper off gradu­ 
ally and finally disappear entirely 
after two or three y ears. In some 
few women, the periods may stop 
abruptly . 
In Early Stages 
Abnormal loss of blood may oc­ 
cur in the early Gages of the change 
of life. Aside from this, the most 
common sy mptom is hot flushes, 
that is, a sudden sensation of heat 
in the upper part of the body . This 
may he followed by a great deal of 
sweating, ending with a feeling of 
chilliness. These hot flushes may 
occur at v ary ing interv als during 
the day and night. 
Often there also may he lack of 
energy , irritability , sleeplessness, 
numbness and tingling, fear, pain in 
the joints, dirtiness, ringing in the 
ears, headache, and loss of memory . 
It has been estimated that while 
three out of four women ex perience 
one or more of these sy mptoms at 
the time of the menopause, only few 
suffer them in any sev erity . Usually , 
the more activ e and energetic the 
woman, the milder the change will ; 
be.

In such instances it is important 
that a basal metabolism test be 
made to determine whether or not 
there is a deficiency of thyroid se­ 
cretion. 
Psy chologically there may be anx­ 
iety in many case*. If the sy mptoms 
of change are mild, as a rule no 
particular treatment is usually nec­ 
essary other than reassurance that 
there is no reason for fear or worry. 
The use of a mild sedative or nerve- 
quieting preparation, such as one 
of the barbiturates, may be helpful. 
In more severe cases, the giving 
of glandular extracts, known as es­ 
trogens, is advisable. These may he 
given by mouth, although in such 
cases the dose required is about five 
times as large as that when the 
preparations are given by injection 
into a muscle. Estrogens should 
not be used in cases where there is 
irregular bleeding, in women whose 
family history shows a tendency to 
cancer, in cases where there are cer­ 
tain ty pes of tumors in the womb, 
and in those who have had a liver 
inflammation recently .

Of course, the phy sician will de­ 
cide in each case when the estrogens 
j should be employ ed and in what 
1 doe* the preparations should be 
administered.
